Germans Again in 
'Black Tom' Probe 


Deported Labor Leader 
Signs Affidavit on War- 


Time Explosion 


NEW YORK—(/P)—An affidavit ob- 


tained in Ireland from James Larkin. 
labor leader who was deported in 1922, 
may play an important part in decid- 
ing whether Germany should pay for 
the famous "Black Tom' 'blast that 
helped push the United States into the 
World war. 


The blast destroyed 300 carloads of 


ammunition in a railroad terminal at 
Jersey Cily, N. J., on July 29, 1916, 
besides killing four persons and in- 
juring hundreds. 


American claims for $40,000,000 dam- 


ages from Germany as responsible for 
the explosion were dismissed in 1932 
by 
the

Claims Commission. 


A petition for a rehearing was filed i 


last May by the American agent, and 
lasl December Supreme Court Juslice 
Owen J. Roberts, umpire of the com- 
mission, decided the case might be re- 
opened because of new evidence and 
charges that Germany had introduced 
perjured testimony. 


Larkin's affidavit, as revealed Fri- 


day in the World-Telegram, names a 
man now high in the Hitler regime in 
Germany as one of the agent.') "with 
knowledge" of the explosion. 


He tells of hearing, in a restaurant 


in 
New 
York's German colonly, a 


group of German agents laying plans 
for exploding a loaded barge along- 
side the munitions terminal in Jer- 
sey City. 


A German agent told Larkin, the 


paper says, of having "direct orders 
from Berlin" to ttop the shipment of 
heavy gun ammunition and TNT, and 
thus give Germany an advantage on 
the Western front. 


German agents took him to the Ho- 


boken waterfront, Larkin is quoted, 
and showed him a deadly liquid ex- 
plosive which they called "fuerwas- 
ser" and which could be carride in lit- 
tle bottles. 


Larkin asserted the Germans offer- 


ed him $20 Oii week if he would take 
part 
in sabotage operations 
here. 


Though he was living the hand-to- 
mouth life of a radical in wartime. 
Larkin "told Boyed that I would have 
nothing to do with such matters," lie 
said. 


During the war a Ctpt. Karl Boy- 


ed, German naval attache at Wash- 
ington, was suspected 
of espionage 


and expelled from the country. He 
now is dead.

School Bill Up to 


Court on Monday 


Will Determine Whether 
Futrell Cleans Up That 


Department 


LITTLE ROCK. Ark.--(/}•)--Thr suc- 


cess of Governor Futrell's efforts to 
extend his "house cleaning" proitram 
last year to the Slate Department of 
Education—the only 
deportment 
in 


which he met determined resistance 
—hinges on n supreme court decision 
expected next Monday. 


Changes in the official personnel of 


other departments were accomplished 
by the- gjvernor soon after he took 
office without strong opposition. But 
the education department remained 
unchanged and the 
governor 
then 


turned to the legislature. 


It enacted a law changing the state 


board of education and substituting 
an elective state superintendent of 
public instruction for the commission- 
er of education elected by the state 
hoard. 


One of the most bitter controversies 


of the 1933 regular session was foiiKhl 
over this issiii; hut the act was pass- 
ed. The emergency cluu.se was not 
adopted, however, and the way was 
left open for initiation of a referen- 
dum on the measure before it became 
effective. 


The petitions were filed, preventing 


the act from becoming effective until 
voted on and approved at th • KCII- 
eral election this year. 


Whether the ballot title on the peti- 


tions is sufficient is the question he- 
fore tlie supreme court in the c;i.se 
taken under submission lust Monday. 
for a decision probably the coming 
Monday. 


Should the court declare the ballot 


titles' insufficient, the act would he- 
come effective immediately—unless it 
should hold also that the title might 
be substituted before the election. If 
the sufficiency of the title were sus 
tained. the act would remain inoper- 
ative. 


Since the controversy started. ow 
C the changes- desired by tlie gover- 
ior, has been brought about through 
lie resignation of Claud M. Hirst af 
ornmissioner of education. His suc- 
•ssor, W. K. Phipps. was chosen by 
he state board and was regarded a.' 
ccepliible to the governor. 
The board itself thus remains as the 
hief issue. Should the act become 
iffective. the present hoard would be 
abolished and a new one named by 
he governor. He might also nawe a 
new education commission to serve 
mtil next January or retain Phipps. 


If the act became effective soon. ;i 


,uperintendent of public instruction 
vould be chosen in this year's elec- 
ion. to take office next January, thus 
•estoring the system followed until :: 
'ew years ago when the present plar 
vas adopted.

The first person to measure- blood 


pressure was an EnglLsi, 
clergyman, 


Sti.phen Hales. In 1708, he conceived 
the idea by noticing the pressure ex- 
erted by the rise of .sap in trees. He 
then decided to measure the blooc: 
pressure in a horse. 


Males merely measured the rise of 


the blood in a brass pipe and a glass 
tube nine feet long, inserted into an 
artery in the horse's neck.

Amendments On 
Huge Revenue Bill 


Would Yield More Than 


$150,000,000 in Income, 


Inheritance Taxes 


WASHINGTON — (/P) — Senate ad- 


ministration leaders announced late 
Friday they would accept amendments 
next -week to the $330.000.000 revenue 
bill which would yield approximately 
$150,000,000 more in higher income and 
inheritance taxes. 


The bill had been laid aside to per- 


mit passage of the $18,000,000 legisla- 
tive appropriation 
bill 
before the 


week-end adjournment, when Chair- 
man Harrison, Democrat, Mississippi, 
o£ the Finance Committee, in charge 
of the revenue legislation, said he 
would agree to the higher levies to be 
proposed from the Republican side. 


One, by Senator Couzens, Republi- 


can, Michigan, would add 10 per cent 
for one year only to the amount of 
income and surtax paid by all indi- 
viduals. It'was estimated this -would 
bring in §55.000,000 additional revenue. 


The other, by Senator La Follette, 


Republican. Wisconsin, would boost 
estate or inheritance taxes permanent- 
ly to raise approximately $90,000,000 in 
the first full year of operation—the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1935. 


Harrison termed the Couzens pro- 


posal "fair." All indications were the 
senate would approve it, as well as 
the La Follete 
amendment. 
They 


would still be subject to approval by 
the house, however. 


Revenue Needed 


The Mississippian 
said 
the two 


changes would go a long way toward 
providing the government with much- 
needed revenue for its recovery pro- 
gram. The 10 pet- cent proposal would 
not increase the existing 4 per cent 
normal income tax by that much, but 
would hike only the amount of tax 
paid that much. For instance, if a 
person paid $100 tax, the 
Couzens 


amendment would require him to pay 
S110. 
,The same 10 per cent would be add- 
ed to the amount of all surtaxes, which 
range in the bill from five to 59 per 
cent, as against one to 55 in existing 
law. 


The La Follette amendment fixes a 


range of rates from one to 60 per cent 
for application in lieu of the 1932 sup- 
er estate taxes. These levies are not 
subject to the 80 per cent credit for 
payment of state inheritance levies al- 
lowed in the normal estate tax sched- 
ule. 


The committee estate rates only in- 


crease the super tax on estate valued 
at $1,000,000 or more, the range being 
20 to 50 per cent as against 19 to 45 
per cent in existing law. La Follette's 
rates on these estates would be 27 to 
GO per cent.
